been pntented by an experienced skip- 
per, dipt. Ferdinand Foster, of the 
steamer Al. roster. It seems likely to 
make a back number of one of the oili- 
est of the sailor's implements — the cord 
and weight used from time immemorial 
to test the depth of water in which a 
ship is sailing by means of the process 
know a as "heaving the lead." The u«e- 
lessness of this process in an emer- 
gency was shown by the fate, that be- 
fell the ocean greyhound St. Paul. It 
will b« remembered that on a foggy 
day the big steuiner found herself off 
her course, steering through the dark* 

ne«« inn knew exactly where. In 

accordance with custom n man was 
sent to the chains with the lead for 
the. parpOSfi of keeping the pilot, posted 
regarding the depth of the water. The 
lead was heaved once and showed a 
satisfactory depth of water. The usual 
Interval elapsed before the lead was 

heaved again. When the cry of the 
man in the chains was next heard 
there u as consternation ill thebigship. 
The second cast had shown that the 
steamer was in shallow water, and 
befoie any steps could be taken to 
get her out of danger her keel glided 
softly on the sands and she. was beached 
hard and fast. Ilnd the sandy beach 
been I rocky shore a terrible disaster 
would have occurred and the Inade- 
quacy of the Old method of testing the 
depth of water under a vessel's how 
would have been still further empha- 

H is w it h the intention of remedying 
this serious defect in the apparatus of 
navigation that, Capt. Foster has, 
after much study, invented the device 
referred to. It consists of an oblong 
piece of metal, fitted with fins nt the 
top and bottom and sides. The fins are 
similar in design to those on. the Hol- 
land submarine boat, and are designed 
to enable the contrivance to sink to 
the deepest depth of water. The great 
superiority of the idea over the old 
melhod consists in the fact that instead 
Of having to be thrown overboard at 
intervals the new device can be sus- 
pended at the exact depth of water that 
a vessel must draw to be perfectly safe, 
and left In that position while the ship 
is moving through the water. 

The floating metal is connected with 
the ship by means of an electric wire, 
which not only registers the depth of 
the water on the dial in the pilot 
house, but if the implement strikes 
any obstruction or touches bottom in- 
stantly announces the fact, so that the 
pilot is enabled to shape, his course ac- 
cordingly. 

In addition to this it is possible by 
ineniis of the new device to tell exactly 
the kind of material of which the bed 
of the oeeun beneath the ship is com- 
posed. The method is extremely sim- 
ple. An ordinary telephone receiver is 
connected with the wire that runs to 
the depth tester, and when the latter 
louche* bottom the pilot is enabled 
tell the nature of the ocean's bottom by 
I he sound that he hears on the receiver. 
If the metal touches a clay bottom or 
a sandy soil the sound will be smooth, 
without jar or friction; but if the ship 
is traveling over a rocky bed the sound 
that conies to the receiver will be harsh 
and grating as the metal device bumps 
over it. Willi such apparatus as this 
it would have been impossible for the 
St. Paul to meet with the. accident she 
did. 

With the ordinary lead it is only pos- 
sible to sound to a certain deptli n hen 
the vessel is under headw ay, as the ac- 
tion of the water carries the lead al- 
um. t straight out. The new device wUl 
sink to almost any depth, its action in 
the water being like that of a kite In 
the air. The greater the speed of the 
boat the swifter and deeper the metal 
nk, the angle at which the (ins 
ranged carrying it down as 
water strikes them during the prog] 
of the vessel.

Prido in Racial Traditions — Heredi:ary 
Surnames Found No Favor. 

Kacinl conditions and social cir- 
cumstances have alike contributed to 
; Cambro-Bntish genealogies 
an importance unknown among 
non-Celtic people. The ancient Celt 
was, before all things, a warrior, and 
therefore a bearer of arms- The Ko

petual motion on accouut of the 
operation of external forces that can- 
not be eliminated. Gravity was the 
only hope left to the scientists who 
were interested iu the problem, aud 
eveu with their last resource they 
found it a vaiu schetre. 

Eighty years ago a 
decided to uudertake thi 
raveled puzzle and chose 
gravity as the means of accomplishing 
his purpose.

SEALS Oc A NO NUriVO. 

Are V.ry Numerous, Bu Little Known 
and of Small Value. 
The seals of Ann Xti. vo island nra 
practii alh unknown to both sci- 
entists nnd the public, notwithstand- 
ing the fact thai the herds afti the 
largesl on the Pacific coast, and the 
habits of the species are the moat di- 
stinctive*. Ano Nnevo island is mil 
off from the mainland bv I channel 
about n mile wide, and the only way to 
cross is in tlto boats of the keopflri of 
the government fog signal. Theaeai 
rocks an scattered to the north.wn.rd 
of the island, the closest being only 

about 600 feet away. 

Keeper Bntwell, of the fog signal, 
has watched the herds constantly at 
all seasons for a period of eight 
vears. and the location of the rocks, 
lying as they do so close to the island, 
makes the seals' actions as easily ob- 
servable as if they were on the stage 
of a theater. 

"Yean ago," said Mr, Bntwell, 

"there used to be ten* of thousands 
of seals on these rocks, and the kill- 
>ner of them was a profitable industry. 
The hides were used for belting and 
sold for a good price. In those days 
the rocks were leased to hunters, and

Others did the same, so it was soon 
apparent to me that the bulls were 
largely responsihle for the decrease 
of the herds. 

"After becoming convinced that a 
number of the vicious bulls did all 
the mischief, I began a systematic 
killing of them. I used to go over 
on the rocks and lie in wait. When- 
ever I caught an old fellow in the act 
of killing a pup I put a bullet through 
his head. The first season I killed 
about 50 and wived many hundred 
pups, so that the second year the 
herds began to increase, and this year 
are larger than they have been since 
1 commenced my extermination of 
the vicious, bulls. 

"The habits of these seals are most 
peculiar and mysterious. After the 
pups are born on the rocks the cows 
spend two or three months teaching 
them to swim, and then when tlx- 
time comes take them to sea some- 
where and leave them. The young 
seals do not return to the place of 
their birth until they are two years 
old, but where thev Spend the inter- 
val is a mysterv. So you see it took 
two years to tell whether the killing 
of the vicious bulls did any good or 
not. But I am satisfied tliat it did. 
At any rate, the seals are increasing 
at a fair rate, and in a few years, with 
proper nursing, 1 think they will be 
as numerous as ever. 

"But really, when we look at it in 
the right way, there is no reason why 
the seals should be preserved. It 
is purely a matter of sentiment. One 
full-grown seal will destroy enough 
fish in a week to feed a good sized 
town for a month, and the damage 
done by the herd is beyond concep- 
tion. Seals are really the coyotes of 
the sea, and if we look after our own 
interests we should lie making efforts 
to destroy them instead of preserv- 
ing them. However, it is not like- 
ly they will he destroy od, as they 
have ceased to be worth anything 
commercially. 

"The largest bull on the rocks 
would not yield enough hide, whisk- 
ers, etc., to sell for $1.50. Whe.. 
seal hides were used for belting they 
were worth about five dollars each, 
but since rubber has been ttsed for 
this purpose they are no longer want- 
ed. Seal hide is only used now for 
making buffing wheels, ami of course 
the demand is very light. Really, the 
seals are not worth killing should one 
be so inclined, and any uticm| I to do 
so ai ii matter of Ini-iiu's- v, otild sure- 
ly result in loss." — San Francisco
